recedes and again approaches as the chase 
winds through the hills. 
My hor.se, an old 


fox hunter, snorts and champs his bits,pa*fi 
tho ground, maddened by tbe tumult of 
sounds pervading the air, strains and rears 
and plunges in his impatience to join the 
headlong rout. What a gushing flood of rich 
melody sweeps liko a sea to our ears; leaves 
its echoes like mourning shells behind, as it

boldt to ho nina feet exclusive of pedestal, 
and to cost $30,000. 
The Jews have con- 


tracted with M. Ezekiel of Rome for a 
colossal allegorical figure representing the 
genius of religious freedom. 
It will be of 


marble, twenty feet high including base, and 
will cost over $30,OUO. The Italians have 
given an order for a colossal marble statue 
of Christopher Columbus, to cost $10,000. 
Mr. Bailey of Philadelphia is now at work 
on a colossal marble statue of \YUherspooii, 
for tho Presbyterians, which will coat §25,- 
000. 
Harriet Hosnier is at work on a statue 


commemorative of emancipation. Thepublic 
building association propose completing a 
bronze statue of William Peim, to cost $75,- 
000. This is iutouded ultimately to surmount 
the dome of tho city building. 
Tho statue 


of Liberty, which it is propoaed to erect in 
Independence square, will comprise twelve 
distinct figures and its cost is put at fcaiiO,- 
000.

Reformation of Southern Election*. 


The Republican caucus tonight appears 


to have resulted in ft material modification 
of the measures proposed last evening, th« 
more moderate, men of the party being 
present in considerable numbers.
